1910. 

Following ordination he served 
as assistant pastor at St. Joseph 
church, Mishawaka, and St. Charles 
church, Peru, Pastorates included 
St. Patrick’s, Oxford; St. John’s, 
Hartford City; St. Mary’s, Laf- 
ayette, and St. Patrick’s. here, where 
he succeeded the late Rt.

The very concept of religious 
freedom, the monks and nuns told 
the Red authorities, includes the 
freedom to live the life of a Reli- 
gious, “which is only the intensi- 
fied practice of religion.” It also 
means that one should not be 
lowered to a “second-class citizen 
merely because he is a Religious.”

Evanston, [l!.—(NC)—The con- 
troversy over the Federal aid te 
education issue, which reached the 
headline stage throughout the 
country last summer, has proven 
fortunate for the Catholic position, 
the Rev. Robert €, Hartnett, S.J., 
editor-in-chief of America, national 
Catholic weekly review, declared 
in an address here. 

“| say it was fortunate because 
it has set serious non-Catholics 
thinking,” Father Hartnett de- 
clared, “They are beginning to 
realize that Catholics, in fighting 
for their own schools, ire fighting 
for freedom of education and for 
the right of religious groups to 
keep religion alive as an effective 
factor in American society.” 

Father Hartnett gave the ad- 
dress at the commencement exer- 
cises of the Marywood School for 
Girls here. He styled the growing 
support to the Catholic position as 
a “counter-revolution” to the posi- 
tion, supported principally by the 
National Education Association, of 
maintaining a public schoo! monop- 
oly in the nation. 

Father Hartnett cited the reac- 
tion of two widely known Jewish 
writers, David Rome and Wil! Her- 
berg, against Paul Blanshard’s 
book, “American Freedom and 
Catholic Power,” summarizing the 
attack on Catholic education, in 
which the two took the position 
“that Blanshardism is very danger-

Embodied in this fourfould 
love is a wide range of interest 
and of necessary action for Re- 
ligion, education, legislation and 
economics as they effect society. 
Dr. George Zook, retiring presi- 
dent of the American Council on 
Education warned the Council 
about the confusion in education 
resulting from the exclusion of 
religion. He said: “The values and 
qualities of religion and democracy 
respectively are so similar and in- 
terrelated that they ought to be 
regarded by educators, by min- 
isters of religion, and by the pub- 
lic as partners in perfecting the 
individual. Religion was ennobled 
and made more effective through 
education. Education, in turn, had 
a main purpose when suffused with 
religious concepts. The decline in 
the recognition -of religious values 
and concepts in the schools and 
colleges from their earlier dom- 
inant position relative to the pur- 
pose of education accounts in no 
small degree for the vacuum and 
confusion that persist to this 
present day:’ He further said: 
“One of the most distressing de- 
velopments of the past century 
has been the growing tendency to 
separate education and religion.” 
Do we need a better example of 
Dr. Zook’s concern over the re- 
moval of religion from education 
than that of the McCollum ease 
in Champaign, Illinois and the U. 
S. Supreme Court’s decision in that 
ease? Yet what did yo as an in- 
dividual Gatholic do about it? 
What did the NCCW do about it? 
What is being done about the re- 
leased time for teaching of religion 
in our public schools today? You 
are paying taxes to support those 
schools. Haven’t you any voice in 
what shall be taught in those 
schools ? 


Legislation is a potent and com- 
plex part of our society. Its effects 
are so far reaching that we dare 
not be indifferent to proposed bills 
and pending legislation. Consider 
the effect of some proposed legisla- 
tion on family life, on the church 
on Catholic institutions. :

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Vatican Paper 
Answers Critiques 
On Unemployment 


‘Osservatore Romano’ 
Re-emphasizes Words Of 
Pope On Problem 

G. R. BRUNST 


Vatican City—(Radio, NC)— 
Osservatore Romano, in a front 
page editorial on His Holiness Pope 
Pius XII’s French-language ad- 
dress to the social study congres- 
ses, further underscores the im- 
portance of this discourse in its 


emphasis. on the need for con- 
certed action toward the solution 
of the unemployment problem. 


“Problems of social justice can- 
not be solved any longer today 
within the framework of nations,” 
the editorial says, “and the latest 
teaching of the Pope lies precisely 
in this: in his affirmation that 
solely through the collaboration 
of all forces, all possibilities and 
all resources will it be possible to 
establish a world order that is 
more just and therefore more 
Christian.” 

The editorial entitled, “Common- 
laces” deals with the charges of 
taly’s communist press that the 

Pope had given no concrete indi- 
cations of his methods to combat 
unemployment. It emphasizes the 
need of accepting “man in his in- 
violable dignity” as the only true 
basis of economics. Systems sub- 
jecting the welfare of the indi- 
vidual to a theoretical program 
cannot be reconciled with Catholic 
teaching. The Pope is equally op- 
ossed to “excesses in economic 
fiberalism and levelling collectiv- 
ism,” the editorial says. It ex- 
wage that unemployment cannot 
e solved by permitting “free play 
of alleged natural laws” nor by the 
“artificial creation of work if this 
should result for the sake of 
temporary relief, in withering 
away resources of the community.” 


The editorial then quotes the 
Pope’s admonition that the solu- 
tion lies in pursuing a social pol- 
icy in harmony with the teaching 
of the Church, “sustained by or- 
ganizations which safeguard the 
material and spiritual interests of 
people, and adapted to modern 
conditions.” In other words, the 
editorial explains, “by means of 
free labor unions which know how 
to defend justice without increas- 
ing injustice and without crush- 
ing man.”

Grand Rapids —(NC)— The two 
chief reasons why the United 
States can pour its riches into 
communist-threatened Europe are

Chile.” 

Contending that industrial de- 
pressions are the spots in which 
capitalism is most vulnerable, Bis- 
hop Haas recalled a report made 
in 1886 by the Commissioner of 
Labor, then an officer of the In- 
terior Department. 

“Let it be emphasized,” the Bis- 
hop said, “this report of 1886 said 
something that is as sound today 
in 1950 as it was in 1886. It in-

sisted, among other things, that 
we must have adequate buying 
power for workers in order to have 
prosperity. You know what that 
means.

“The Christian churches in China 
are facing the greatest crisis. in 
their history. We are moved by 
the Holy Spirit and the love of 
Christ to write this letter through 
your delegation of 23 correspon- 
dents and reporters. 


“Some of us have fled here from 
Communist China. All witnesses 
and information from behind the 
Iron Curtain indicate that there 
shall be no place whatsoever for 
the Christian churches. 


“Freedom and truth must go to- 
gether. We wish you and your 
compatriots could know more 
about what is actually taking place 
in China. 


“We anxiously hope you can 
convince every one of your mem- 
bers not to entertain any wishful 
thinking regarding cooperation 
with Communism in Russia and 
China. 


“We believe that our country is 
fighting alone now just as we did 
before Pearl Harbor. 


“The day shall come when all 
peace and freedom-loving nations 
shall fight shoulder to shoulder. 


“Taiwan, the headquarters of the 
firing line, is in danger now. We 
earnestly believe God shall not let 
us down. 

“We believe that your country 
shall not remain as a spectator 
watching from the stern of the 
ship while the bow burns. 

“May God bless you and your 
freedom to worship that it may 
last.

HE following is a statement by 
Mother Mary Cecilia of Jesus, 
C.C.D., Prioress of Lipa Carmel, 
Philippine Islands, and appeared in 
the December issue of The Scapu- 
lar: 


“On Sept. 12, 1948, Sunday, and 
Feast of the Holy Name of Mary, 
at about five o’clock in the after- 
noon, Teresita, a Carmelite postu- 
lant who was taking a walk in the 
garden, suddenly remarked that a 
vine shook, and as there was no 
wind at all, it attracted her atten- 
tion. She approached the spot and 
then heard a woman’s voice that 
said: “Fear not, My child. Kiss 
the ground.

For fifteen 
consecutive days come to visit Me 
here in this spot. Eat some grass, 
My child.” e sister did not see 
anyone. She only heard the voice. 


Next day, Monday, Sept. 13, at 5 
p.m., Teresita returned to the 
lace. She knelt and recited the 

ail Mary. She-had said only the 
words “full of grace” when she re- 
marked that the vine was moving, 
and lo! there appeared a beautiful 
lady with hands clasped on her 
breast and a golden rosary hang- 
ing from her right hand. Her dress 
was pure white, simple, held at the 
waist by a narrow cloth belt. Her 
feet were bare and resting on 
clouds which were about two feet 
from the ground. Her face, of in- 
describable beauty, was radiant. 
She said to Teresita, smiling: “Be 
faithful and come here, be it rain 
or sunshine.” Then Teresita asked 
her: “Beautiful Lady, who are 
you?” “I am thy Mother, My little 
one,” She replied. And having said 
this She vanished. 


On Tuesday, Sept. 14, at the 
same hour, Teresita went to the 
same spot. The Lady was already 
waiting for her. Her arms were 
extended forward as if wishing to 
enfold Her little one in a tender 
maternal embrace. “I wish this 
spot to be blessed tomorrow.” she 
said. “At what time, Mother?” 
asked Teresita. “Any time your

Then the Lady vanished and in 
the place of the apparition there 
were rose petals scattered. The 
Chaplain proceeded with the bles- 
sing of the place, after which he 
gave a short talk to the Commun- 
ity, emphasizing the Lady’s mes- 
sage. 

At five o’clock on the same day, 
Teresita went back to the spot, 
and as on the preceding days the 
apparition was waiting for her. “I 
shall ask something from Carmel. 
I want a statue of Mine to be 
placed here. Clear this part of 
your garden so that it will be a 
real place of prayer. You need not 
tell Me all that your sisters are 
asking, for I know them. Tell.them 
that they must believe, lest they} 
lose grace. I shall always bless| 
the community, My child.” 

On Thursday, Sept. 16, the Lady 
tokd Teresita: “I want a statue of 
Mine to be placed here, I want you 
to describe Me to your Chaplain 
because | want it to be as you see 
Me, and as big as the statue of 
Our Lady of Lourdes is in the 
cloister. Tell your Mother Prioress 
to have the rosary recited by the 
Community here every afternoon 
during these days. Extend My love 
to all My daughters in Lipa Babes 
el, and I shall always be with you 
all.” Then blessing Her little one, 
She departed. 

The following days the Lady and 
Teresita met each other at the 
spot. She gave Teresita Her moth- 
erly advice, telling her to be obedi- 
ent, humble and simple; also to tell 
the Community that simplicity and 
humility are the virtues She loves 
most, and to love and practice 
them. One day the Lady asked 
from the Community an individual 
consecration of its members in the 
spirit of St. Louis Grignon de 
Montfort. 

On the last of the fifteen days, 
Sunday, Sept. 26, the Lady repeat- 
ed Her counsels to Teresita: “My 
child, you must love and obey your 
Mother Prioress. Tell your sisters 
to love one another as true sisters; 
to practice humility and simpli- 
city, the virtues I love most. Tell 
them to love and obey their su- 
periors and not to forget the things 
I ask. I shall not ask bigger things 
from you as you expect, because 
you are My little ones. Do not for- 
get to consecrate yourselves to Me 
on Oct. 7, Be very good. I am 
Mary, MEDIATRI OF ALL 
GRACES. I shall always bless the 
Community, morning and even- 
ing.” Blessing the sisters, She 
disappeared, 

On Sept. 30, rose petals were 
strewn in the cells of the monas- 
tery. On Oct. 3, the shower fell on 
the staircase. On Nov. 11, the 
petals fell outside and were seen 
by some visitors. On the first Fri- 
day of November, between noon 
and three o’clock, Teresita in ecs- 
tasy re-enacted the sufferings of 
Our Lord on the Cross. 

On Friday, Nov. 12, after Mass, 
Teresita was called to the place of 
the apparition, and there was 
Mary, Mediatrix of All Graces. She 
looked tenderly but sadly as She 
said: “P believe not My 
words.

of the Church to make departures 
from the original deposit of al- 
leged revelation. 


I went back to the Council of 
Trent, from there to Constance, 
from there to Innocent III and the 
Fourth Lateran, then back to 
Nicaea, and from Nicaea to the 
apostolic documents. Instead of 
discovering doctrinal deviations 
and improvisations I found that 
one of the most conspicious char- 
acteristies “or the Church was a 
constant, purposeful conservation 
of doctrine, a careful guardianship 
of the whole treasure of revelation. 

The Church, of course, grew in 
function, in definition, in assimila- 
tion, but it did not innovate any 
teaching foreign to or inconsistent 
with the faith of apostolic times. 
The history of the Church from 
the age in which the New Testa- 
ment books were written down to 
the present day revealed a constant 
and unchanging nature, and it was 
in that nature to maintain with 
jealous care a certain body of doc- 
trine. 

Now if the New Testament por- 
trait of Christ disfigures and ob- 
secures the original Man, the na- 
ture of the Church during the first 
few decades after Calvary and 
Pentecost must have been in strik- 
ing contrast with the nature of the 
Church at the time, say, that Paul 
wrote his earliest epistles and 
Mark composed his gospel. This 
amounts to saying that those who 
knew Jesus personally—that is, in 
the flesh—made a legendary figure 
of Him, while all the generations 
that came afterward disfigured

at all.

But He 
still appreciates the prayer and 
will, in His own good time, give 
us something else in place of the 
thing for which we ask, and that 
something else will usually be 
worth more than what we had in 
mind. 

We might tell the non-Catholic, 
who may read this, that an indul- 
ence is not what they may have 

n taught, a license to sin; it 
does not even remit, but rather 
resupposes the forgiveness ‘of sin. 
0 gain an indulgence for oneself 
one must be in the state of grace, 
or free from grievous sin. For a 
plenary—or full—indulgence he 
must comply with certain condi- 
tions, such as the reception of the 
Sacraments of Penance and the 
Holy Eucharist, and he must offer 
prayers for the intentions of the 
Church. Even then it is not cer- 
tain that the living gain the indul- 
gence which is offered. That pre- 
supposes a detachment from sin. 
_ The offering of an indulgence 
for departed souls might be likened 
to a shortening of the punishment 
of a prisoner by the governor of 
the state. In other words, our 
prayers and good works are offered 
to God in favor of one who can- 
not help himself, and God is peti- 
tioned to apply the satisfying pow-

Little Lessons In History 


Seeking The Early Church 


sh een 


F  Ngeiishede every modern sect, no 
matter what the excuses and 
circumstances of its beginning, 
sooner or later hits on the idea of 
“reforming” or restoring Christi- 
anity and the Church to what it 
was in early Christian times, It is 
seldom that any two ideas of re- 
form are the same. And this is 
because, through lack of historical 
scholarship. or lack of humility, 
very few of the “reformers” knew 
or took the trouble to learn what 
early Christianity really was like. 

For example, they may exclude 
bishops, in spite of the fact that 
St. Paul (often a favorite with 
anti-Catholics) quite clearly wrote 
about their duties and gave the of- 
fice itself to Timothy and Titus; 
and that St: John the Evangelist 
certainly appointed bishops to the 
churches around Ephesus, They re- 
ject the idea of.a select priesthood, 
although the Apostles were a sel- 
ect group chosen by Christ, and 
the deacons were a select group 
chosen by the Apostles. Some in- 
sist that the priests of the early 
Church were merely elders by age, 
because the Greek uses the word 
“elder” or ‘presbyter” for priest. 
Of course, the very word “priest” 
comes from the Greek. But the 
Ghristian presbyter or priest was 
chosen without regard to seniority 
of age and the Latin translation 
for the word is always “sacerdos” 
which means priest in the Catholic 
sense. The identity of the two 
terms to mean a sacrificing priest 
was clear long before the end of 
the great persecutions. 

Another. favorite misconception 
is that there were no popes in 
early Christian times, Of course 
the title was not yet in use. But to 
say that the office and dignity did 
not exist because it did not bear 
the title of Pope is the same as 
saying there were no armies be- 
cause the word is missing from 
ancient languages. It seems so 
unnecessary to have to explain to 
growh-ups with some education that 
what did exist was a succession of 
bishops of Rome, called and recog- 
nized as the supreme or chief 
bishops of the Church because they 
were the successors in office of St.

Beliefs Do Matter 


Again there is the popular im- 
pression among Protestants that 
belief makes little difference so 
long as it suits what you prefer to 
think: that “one church is as good 
as another,” despite the differing 
doctrines and practices, Yet this 
was certaihly not so in the early 
Christian Church. There were bit- 
ter and prolonged battles (not the 
armed kind) between the early 
Church and those who sought to 
alter her teachings, and question 
the traditional Christian beliefs. 
There were a good number of such 
struggles through the first three 
centuries, beginning with the his- 
tory of the Acts of the Apostles 
written by St, Luke. Many of the 
rejected “reforms” of early days 
are to be found revived by sec- 
tarian churches of today. 

The same error holds about 
church organization. Many assume 
that each congregation or group 
of congregations.was independent 
in belief and practice from others 
who were equally part of the 
Church, True, there was consider- 
able variety in ceremonies. At first 
each bishop probably made his 
own, But the central act of wor- 
ship was always the same and 
equally so was the thought and 
attitude expressed in somewhat 
varying ways by different bishops. 
Gradually, these variations crystal- 
ized into rites that differed like 
those in use today within the un- 
ity of the Catholic Church, Anti- 
och, Byzantium (Constantinople), 
Rome, and Alexandria were the 
principal places of origin for the 
surviving differences in ceremony. 
But even in the early days, many 
rites and ceremonies were pretty 
well established. Scholars, admit, 
for example, that the ceremonies 
used in the Latin rite of Baptism 
as given today were already for- 
mulated and generally used in 
Rome and surrounding territory 
before the end of the second cen- 
tury. 


Did Not Know History 


A study of history would make 
it clear that most of what the “re- 
formers” thought was belief and 
practice in the early .Church just 
didn’t exist. At the close of the 
three centuries of persecutions in 
312, there is found, not a loose and 
hazy kind of association of Chris- 
tian churches, differing in belief 
and organization, but a well or- 
ganized Church, differing in de- 
tails of external ceremonies and 
in some lesser points of discipline, 
but united in a common belief and 
common worship under the govern- 
ment of a hierarchy of bishops, 
priest, and deacons, with the bish- 
op of Rome recognized as foremost 
because of his succession to the 
primacy bestowed by Christ upon

olic has “the right to approach 
God’s throne directly and without 
priestly intervention.” Every offi- 
cial prayer of the Church is offered 
directly to the Heavenly Father 
“through Christ our Lord.” The 
priest’s intervention, to which the 
minister refers, must, therefore, 
mean the offering of the Mass and 
the administration of the Sacra- 
ments. The former is intended 
for the glorification of God in an 
infinite manner. It is a repetition 
not only of what Christ did at the 
Last Supper, but of what He or- 
dered the successors of the Apos- 
tles to do “until I come.” Christ 
also commanded us to “do ye this 
in commemoration of Me” (Luke 
22:20). 

Of the Sacraments the minister 
says: “Your seven Sacraments, so- 
cailed, are absolutely no good, and 
are as filthy rags in the sight otf 
God, Any individual, trusting in 
them for salvation, is exposed to 
the wrath of God, and if he does 
not cease trusting in them to save 
him, is sure: for nell as a dime is 
a ginger cake.” | 

What does the minister believe 
about Baptism, waich his church 
calls a Sacrament? Christ taught 
that Baptism is absolutely essen- 
tial for salvation: “Unless one be 
born again of water and the Holy 


‘Ghost he cannot enter into the 


Kingdom of God” (John 3:5). But 
the grace of God, and the super- 
natural life conferred by Baptism, 
can be lost, and for its recovery 
one is not re-baptized. For that 
purpose Christ instituted another 
Sacrament on tne day of His 
Xesurrection, when “breathing 
on the Aposties He said to them: 
‘Receive ye the Holy Ghost, whose 
sins you shall forgive they are 
forgiven’” (John <v:23) 


Supernatural Life

revelation concerning it (1 Cor. 
11:28-24). 

Christ went so far as to say 
that unless we eat His flesh and 
drink His blood we will not have 
life in us (John 6:54), referring 
to the supernatural life, of which 
we have made mention. 

Confirmation, as the Apostles ad- 
ministered it, was also a Sacra- 
ment, for it imparted the Holy 
Ghost, the very Author of grace 
(Acts 8:15-16). 

Extreme Unction is a Sacrament 
because, according to St. James, 
if the person who receives it is in 
sins, they will be forgiven him 
(James 6:13-16). 

Holy Orders is a Sacrament re- 
ferred to by St. Paul many times 
in his epistles as “the imposition 
of hands.” To Timothy he writes: 
“Stir up the grace which you have 
received through the imposition 
of hands” (2 Tim. 1:6). If grace 
is received through the imposition 
of hands, then what we call Holy 
Orders is a Sacrament. 


‘A Great Sacrament’ 


Even Christian matrimony is 
called by St. Paul a “great Sac- 
rament,”’ because it imparts grace 
to enable the wedded couple to 
fulfill the duties of the new state 
of life which they embrace. It 
might be called, as it is in the min- 
ister’s Bible, a “great mystery,” 
but what would be mysterious 
about matrimony if it were not a 
Sacrament? The words Sacrament 
and mystery in the Greek lan- 
guage have the same meaning. 

Here then are the seven Sacra- 
ments whicn_have prevailed in the 
Church from the very days of the 
Apostles, as has also the Mass. 
The remnants of the sects which 
separated from the parental 
church in the tourth century still 
have the Mass and the seven Sac- 
raments, and so have the Orthodox 
Churches which separated from 
Rome—showing that the Mother 
Church, dating back to Christ, had 
them. 

lf modern Protestantism does 
not have the Sacrament of Pen- 
ance or Confirmation or the Holy 
Eucharist or Holy Orders or even 
Extreme Unction, it is due to the 
fact that it requires a divine com- 
mission to produce and to confer 
Sacraments except Baptism 
and Matrimony. Therefore the 
Lord’s Supper, which is recognized 
by the minister’s Church as a Sac- 
rament cannot mean the same as 
it is in the Church which enjoys 
Apostolic succession.

There is no Church which so 
emphasizes this love of God as

There is not a 
Catholic in the world who does 
not believe in the divinity of 
Jesus Christ; there is not a Cath- 
olic in the world who does not 
believe that he must repent of 
his sins if he would be saved. But 
every Catholic in the world to- 
day, every member of Orthodox 
Churehes who, combined, constitute 
three-fourths of all Christians in 
the world, believe that Christ in- 
stituted means of supernatural life, 
which are called Sacraments. 


It seems that this minister, like 
others, reject the name “Sacra- 
ment” because he does not find 
the word Sacrament in the Bible. 
If such be his reasoning then he 
should not accept the Bible be- 
cause the word Bible is not found 
in that book. We give names to 
things. 


Men far more intellectual than 
is our correspondent, far more in- 
tellectual than any clergyman con- 
nected with his organization, such 
as Cardinal Manning and Cardi- 
nal Newman, in England, both 
of whom had been Protestant Min- 
isters, maintained the very oppo- 
site theorem to that of the min- 
ister. They said: “Catholicism 
and Christianity are identical.” 


These Are Identical 


There was no Christianity from 
the days of the Apostles until the 
sixteenth century except Catholic 
Christianity. All the Christians 
during all those centuries could 
not have been wrong or the gates 
of hell would have prevailed 
against Christ’s Church trom the 
beginning. Christ would not have 
kept His promise to “remain with 
His Church all days even unto the 
end of the world” (Matt. 28-20) 
and the Spirit of Truth, Whom He 
promised to send to keep His 
Church in truth, would not have 
fulfilled His mission.

Dad—tThe Ruler 


That Dad is the legitimate head 
of the family no member of a 
Christian household will deny. 
Commensurate with authority is 
responsibility, Even as the father 
of a family has the God-given 
right to rule that family, so also 
have the other members thereof, 
the wife and children, the obliga- 
tion of obedience to that rule. 


Nothing brings out this idea 
more beautifully than does the 
Epistle of the Nuptial Mass, which 
admonishes . . . “Let women be 
subject to their husbands as to 
the Lord; for the husband is the 
head of the wife, as Christ is the 
Mead of the Church”... Therefore, 
as the Church is subject to Christ, 
so let the wives be to their hus- 
bands in all things.” But the 
Epistle does not stop there. In 
solemn and sublime words, St. 
Paul continues in this, his letter to 
the Ephesians, and portrays vigor- 
ously and emphatically the hus- 
band’s responsibility before God. 
He writes, “Husbands, love your 
wives, as Christ also loved the 
Church, and delivered Himself up 
for it: Thet he might sanctify it 
..» “that it should be holy and 
without blemish. So also ought 
husbands to love their wives as 
their own bodies.”—A vivid por- 
trait indeed of the Ruler of the 
Household! 


Lest this should appear too tall a 
measure to some of our fathers of 
today, let us take a glance at what 
other rulers of the family have 
done, Let us see how they have 
succeeded in carrying out the sub- 
lime injunction of the Master Rul- 
er. 


As far back as the earliest cen- 
turies of Christianity we find hus- 
bands and fathers exercising their 
office as head and ruler, even under 
the most trying circumstances. 
Witness St. Valerian, the faithful 
husband of St. Cecelia, encourag- 
ing her in her faith, and like her 
receiving the crown of martyr- 
dom. And look at St. Getulus, who 
with his wife and all seven of their 
children choose God rather than 
man, his entire family facing their 
Sew cto unflinchingly. Also, St. 

ustace, who with his wife and 
children was first exposed to the 
lions, and then shut up in a red 
hot brazen bull, And St. Vitalis, who 
jed.his whole family, his wife, St. 
Valeria, and their two sons, Saints 
Gervase and Protase, in allegiance 
to God despite the death sentence 
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: bringing them “holy and without

St. Thomas More presents an 


outstanding example of a father 
who not only was ruler of his im-

sion made him part of the ruling 
body of his country. Ever the 
kind and loving father, faithful 
to his duty as ruler of his 
household, he gave to the members, 
thereof an example of true Chris- 
tian manhood. He lived his faith. 
When his wife, Alice; and his most 
lovéd daughter, Margaret, be- 
sought him to give in just a little, 
so that he might be released from 
prison and return home, for “you 
may live with us yet twenty years,” 
this man of God replied, “For 
twenty years of life you wish me 
to sacrifice eternity.” 


But he was not sad. Reading his 
one encounters his 
many humorous and witty utter- 
ances. Being led to the scaffold, he 
even jested with Walsingham, ask- 
ing his help up the rickety strie- 
ture, “and as for my coming down, 
let me shift for myself.” On the 
day of his death he sent Margaret 
the hair shirt he had worn since 
his youth, for to her had been en- 
trusted the special care of launder- 
ing it regularly for her father. 
Mortification, prayer, penance, 
faithful discharge of duty—these 
won sainthood for Thomas More. 
Similarly, might we relate in- 
stances in the lives of St. Louis. 
king of France, of St. Paul the 
Martyr and of his grandson, St. 
Edward the Confessor, both kings 
of England; of St. Henry ruler of 
Germany and later of the Holy 
Roman Empire, and of St. Stephen, 
the first king of Hungary. 


Dad—tThe Guide 


An almost natural concomitant 
of ruler is that of guide. Verily 
must the father guide his family

to “things which are eternal.” If 
the father trul saotinas his re- 


sponsibility in matter, he will 
know that his guiding star points 


in one direction only—namely, 
heavenward. The Goal of all our 
earthly life is eternal happiness. 
Every father wishes his family to 
be happy, yet how few there are 
who keep a steady eye on, and who 
guide their charges by word and 
example to ultimate happiness— 
eternal beatitude. 


Here again, Dads today need’ 
not go far in search of prototypes. 
The liturgy of the church ‘abounds 
in them. St. Susdnna was encour- 
aged to holiness by her father, St. 
Gabinus, =weeeny she kept her 
vow of virginity, though she knew 
‘jt meant death. 


Blessed Amadeus, Duke of Sa- 
voy, early taught. his daughter, 
Blessed Louise, a love of prayer 
and retirement. She also wore a 
garment of haircloth under her 
robes of state. When later she mar- 
ried, it wag to a prince who was 
not only a virtuous man himself, 
but one who had been seeking 
above all things to have a saint 
for his wife. 


The husband of St. Bridget of’ 
Sweden, Prince Ulf, was noted as 
a young man of outstanding vir- 
tue. He assisted in guiding his 
eight children in the fear and love 
of God, One of his daughters be- 
came well-known St. Catherine of 
Ulf selected for his 
daughter a young nobleman of 
great virtue. Egard and Catherine 
both made a vow of perpetual 
chastity, and spent their lives in 
the practice of prayer, penance, 
and doing good to all in need. 


Modern fathers might do well 
to make intensive studies of fa- 
thers of more recent times who 
have guided their children to holi- 
ness and even to sainthood. 


Most fathers know that the Lit- 
tle Flower, St. Therese of Lisieux, 
lost her dear mother at the age of 
four years. May one not suppose 
that this very fact placed upon 
Mr. Martin a greater, a double 
obligation in the guidance of his 
children? He sought and found in 
his own life of prayer, fasting, 
and penance, the Divine light and 
counsel he needed in guiding his 
daughters to holiness. How often 


did he not make on foot, and fast-|. 


ing, the long journey to some fa- 
mous shrine? Starting out before 
daybreak, he took not so much as 
a morsel of bread until he re- 
turned home after sun-down. 
Again in his many chats with 
“his little Queen,” as he called his 
youngest daughter, Therese, he 
taught her how to overcome her- 
self, to love the good God, and to 
make little sacrifices for Him. Is

ous, not only to Catholics, but to 
the freedom of all minorities.” 


Father Hartnett also cited the 
views which have been expressed 
by a number of Protestants, among 
them Dr. F. Ernest Johnson of 
Columbia University, Prof. Wil- 
liam W. Brickman of New York 
University and several others. 
These views, he said, are to the 
effect that Protestant denomina- 
tions are advocating establishment 
of their own schools along the line 
of Catholic parochial schools “to 
preserve religion in education and 
in American life.” 

The priest-editor recalled that 
last summer’s controversy centered 
around bus rides for Catholic stu- 
dents. He said this was “the one- 
ninth of the iceberg which shows 
above water.” He added: “The sub- 
merged issue closest to the sur- 
face was this: is the Catholic 
school system to be considered a 
part of the American school sys- 
tem or not? Do Catholic schools 
belong in the United States or 
not? Or is the public-school sys- 
tem, state-suppcrted and _ state- 
controlled, to be considered the 
American school system, to the 
exclusion of any other type of 
school ?” 

“The battle is not over, and it is 
certainly not yet won,” Father 
Hartnett said. “But there is* suf- 
ficient evidence, I think, to prove 
that. our position is not only get- 
ting a sympathetic hearing but 
is winnin approval among many 
non-Catholics.

UN Secretariat 
Asked To Revise 


Population Study 


Lake Success, N. Y.—(NC)—A 
document prepared by the United 
Nations General Secretariat to 
form the basis of discussion for a 
U. N. &@gency has been rejected 
on the ground that it was slanted 
throughout by inference and sug- 
gestion in favor of artificial birth 
control. It has been returned to the 
Secretariat for revision after its 
biased approach brought objections 
from both delegates and official ob- 
servers. 

The study was prepared in ad- 
vance of the meeting here of the 
U. N. Population Commission. The 
250-page document, entitled, “Find- 
ings of Studies on the Relationship 
Between Population Trends and Ec- 
onomic Social Factors,” implied 
that if economic development is to 
be successful, birth control in un- 
derdeveloped areas is desirable. 


Several members of the com- 
mission criticized the document as 
being “too Malthusian.” The Mal- 
thusian theory, in its simplest 
terms, holds that as population 
tends to multiply faster than its 
means of subsistence, the effect is 
to lower the food supply and the 
lower classes would suffer. Conse- 
quent poverty, vice and other seri- 
ous causes would then decrease 
population. 

Miss Catherine Schaefer, con- 
sultant for the International Union 
of Catholic Women’s Leagues, 
made a statement before the com- 
mission, not as an expert but as a 
representative of an organization 
which has many members in coun- 
tries which would both receive and 
give technical assistance, She said 
that the concept of technical as- 
sistance is a noble one and de- 
serves the support of all, but that 
it would be impaired if the U. N. 
were suspected of promoting as- 
pects of the program which would 
result in undermining truly human

Washington Letter 
Philosophy Of 
Expediency On 
Wane In US. 


J. J. GILBERT 


Washington—The American out- 
look on things national and inter- 
national in undergoing a profound 
change, a distinguished historian 
asserted here. Although it 
does not seem to have received the 
same widespread dissemination, it 
is far more important than another 
observation with which it coincides; 
namely, the contention of political 
observers that the American policy 
towards Europe is undergoing a 
drastic change of direction. 


Observers in the Capital have 
recently taken occasion to point 
out that the “new policy” of the 
United States calls for this country 
to be involved far more deeply and 
more permanently in the affairs 
of Europe. This was made abun- 
dantly clear by the report Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson made 
to the two houses of Congress on 
his late conferences abroad. This 
report, in itself, was something of 
an innovation. True, it was held 
in the ‘Library of Congress and not 
the U. S. Capitol building, and was 
more or less informal, but it was 
remarked that it paralleled the 
European system, where cabinet 
ministers report to parliament, 
more than it resembled what we 
have known in this country. 


But now Professor Ross Hoff- 
man, historian at Fordham Univer- 
sity, speaking at the commence- 
ment exercises of the Catholic Uni- 
versity of America, has said Amer- 
icans are turning away from prag- 
matism, which it had been charged 
had largely dominated our national 
life of mind and spirit in the last 
half-century. 

Henry Commager, who had 
charged this domination of Ameri- 
can life, was quoted by Dr. Hoff- 
man as calling pragmatism “a phi- 
losophy of expedience” and one 
that was “impatient with authority 
—the authority of history or sci- 
ence or theology—and preferred 
the teachings of experience tothe 
dictates of logic.” 
“A century ago,” Dr. Hoffman 
declared, “Americans could safely 
be very pragmatic in their way of 
life, not merely because they dwelt 
in continental isolation with an 
open frontier to absorb their wild 
and lawless energies, but because 
their heads were not muddled by 
false notions about human nature 
and moral law.” 

The historian said the influence 
of pragmatism in the United States 
‘has been chiefly in the schools, 
and through the schools upon the 
interpretation of the laws, rather 
than in the making of new laws.” 
He asserted that the pragmatist 
has come “to his undoing” in the 
world of politics, economics, and 
international relations, “for these 
spheres are not ruled merely by 
plans and promises, 7 wishes, 
schemes and intentions, by declar- 
ations of good will or hostility, 
they are governed far more by en- 
during principles.” 

Dr. Hoffman contended that the 
cold war of today arose out of the 
conflict between the“principles of 
democracy and the principles of 
communism, “as from out the na- 
ture of things,” and that “no meas- 
ure of personal good will, no amia- 
bility of sentiment, no ingenious 
contriving, no conferences or dec- 
larations of amicable intention, can 
bring these antagonistic principles 
into harmony.” He said the grow- 
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ing realization “of so geeet and 
so dangerous a political difference” 
probably marks “a historic turning 
oint in American practical phi- 
osophy.” He said one may see 
signs “in the new realistic and 
more principled course of our 
foreign policy.” 
“We are, I think,” said Dr. Hoff- 
man, “much less inclined than a 
generation ago to think of our 
count as ‘a gamble that ha 
paid off’ or ‘an experiment that ha 
succeeded.’ All this indicates that 
pragmatism is receding before « 
more genuinely practical philoso- 
y.”
